New York, Nov. 27.— In reply to 
a request from the New York World 

for a statement of their views upnn 
tho tariff, and their judgment if the 
policy is correct theoretically, and 
what courso is practicable now, Con- 
gr.>n»a Mills and Congrefsman 
Crisp, the leading candidates for 
Speaker, have sent to that paper the 
following dispatches: 

MR. MILLS' VIEWS. 

In reply to your dispatch inquir- 
ing about my views on the '.^riff I 
would say that if my speeches in 
Congress and out of it in all parts of 
the country foi tho lust fifteen years 
have not made them known 1 can 
hardly do so within the limits of a 
telegram, I would trv, if I had the 
power, to mako tho tariff low for the 
United Statco. I would exempt 
r jm taxation all raw material. Why : 
Because wo could then produce 
cheaper than any other people and 
sell m markets now closed to us by- 
reason of the higher cost which the 
tax on m iterial makes. That would 
give vastly more employment to our 
labor and, consequently, higher 
wages than any proposed system ol 
taxation. 

The first question tho legislator 
must ask himself is, how will it affect 
employment of American labor? 

Having rendered free from taxa- 
tion all raw material the rates on the 
finished goods should be reduced to 
that figure that will bring the re- 
quired revenue and no more. 

This reduction of rate will bo a 
reduction price to the consumer and 
largely increase homo consumption 
and home production, and again en- 
large the demand tor employment. 

This is substantially what I have 
said all over the country.

"The amount of the Queen's civil 
list (£385,000)," fays LabOtochere. 
editor of the London Troth, in the 
October Forum, "in no wsiy repre- 
sents the cost of royalty. The main- 
tenance of palaces is a most costly 
item, for it includes not Daly th- 
palaces inhabited by the sovereign, 
but a vast number of houses in which 
she lodges her relatives and Iriende. 
One of these houses has ictually 
been giv?n to the Due de Nemourp, 
a son of Lcuis Phillippe, ancfc one of 
the wealthiest ot the Orleans family. 
Besides this, there is tho hnilding 
and keeping in rapair of royal yachts, 
ind various other such costly items. 
Income too, are voted to the Bons 
and daughters of the sovereign and 
to other of her relatives. In addi- 
tion to the revenues of tho Duchy ol 
Cornwall, amounting to about £00,- 
U00 per annum, an income oi £50,- 
000 has been voted to the Prince of 
Wales, and of £10,000 per annum to 
the Frinccss of Wales. Tho younger 
sons ot the Queen have been voted 
incomes of £23,000 per annum, a 
portion of which devolves upon their 
wives if they survive them. The 
daughters of Her Mijeety have each 
an income of £6,000 rer annum, and 
in addition to this the Eraprese 
Frederick ol Germany received a 
sum of £100,000 on her marriage. 
The Duke of Cambridge, as a cousin 
of the Queen, has £12,000 per an- 
num, and his two sisters have sever 
ally an income of £5,000 and £3.000 
pw annum.

Corsicana, Tex,' Nov. 27.— The 
Texas State Alliance, in session 
here, has adopted a resolution for 
the appointment ot twenty five dele- 
gates to represent Texas at the Mem- 
phis, Term., National Convention 
next month Letters have been re- 
ceived from Gov. Northern, of 
Georgia, and other prominent mem 
bers of the Alliance indorsing this 
convention and pledging their sup- 
port. 

Resolutions condemning the action 
of the Supreme Council at Indian- 
apolis, and proposing to sever all 
connection with the "do facto Na 
tional Alliance, and providing for a 
separate organization with entirely 
n»w officers," were adopted. 



My record on the tauff question 
is a clear as that of any Representa- 
tive in Congress I have always 
actod and sympathized with cfV'rts 
to obtain genuine reform and posi- 
tive reduction. Tho first vote I east 
in Congress was lor Mr. Carlisle in 
preference to Mr. Randall for Speak- 
er of the House. Later I voted tor 
the Morrison bill and for tho Mills 
bill. 1 have made tariff speeches in 
Congress, in New York, in Massa 
chusetts, in Missouri, h Virginia, in 
Virginia, in Ohio, in Maryland, in 
Kansas and in Georgia and in each 
and every one of those many speech- 
es I have advocited reduction of 
duties. 

Of course I cannot outline in a 
brief dispatch a tariff bill Buch as 1 
would like to see enacted, but the 
lollowing paragraph from the lib- 
cord's report of my speech on the 
McKinley bill may serve your pur- 
pose: 

"Mr. Crisp: Mr. Chairman, the 
Committoe on Ways and Means have 
spent months oi restless days and 
slecples nights trying to find out 
what will give udief to the farmers 
of this country. I can suggest a 
plan of relief in five minutes: Modi 
fy the existing tar id laws; reduce 
taxation; permit some reasonable 
competition in the market; destroy 
truBts; accord equal rights to all and 
special privelege to none. Do these 
things and you will help him. Give 
the farmer free salt. That would 
help a little. You give it to the 
fisherman on the coast ot Maine arid 
on the coast of Massachusetts; why 
not give it to the farmer? Give him 
free bagging, in which the farmer of 
the West sacks his corn and with 
which the farmer of tho South wraps 
his cotton. Give him free iron ties, 
with which in the South he binds his 
cotton bales and with which ia the 
West he bales his hay. Give him 
some reduction on bis hats, on his 
woolen clothes and on his cotton 
goods. In that way, and in no other 
way, can you ben< fit the great mass 
oi the farmers of the South and 
West. You cannot increase the 
price of their produce by protective 
tariff dunes, but you can decrease 
the ooet of production and of living

New York, Nov. 25. — Under date 
of Movember 17, Congressman J. D 
Warner wrote as follows to John G. 
Carlisle: 

"My Dear Sir: Hon. Roger Q. 
Mills is, as you know, a prominent 
candidate for the Speakership on the 
ground of his services to his party 
and to the principles to tho success of 
which tho Fifty-second Congress 
owes its unprecedented Democratic 
majority. 

I not merely recognize the 
strength of his claim, based on his 
record, but the fact that every Demo- 
cratic member ot Congress whom I 
know to be in favor of relegating 
tariff reform to tho rear, is opposed 
to Mr. Mills, has added to the indi- 
cations that I am right in ray pret- 
erence.

Mills is unfitted by tcmporamcnt to 
make a dignified and effective pre- 
siding officer of the House, I know 
of no one whese opinion on that 
matter would have more weight with 
others, as well as myself, thau would 
your own. May I began expression 
ol your opinion in such regard? 

"While I tdiould greatly prefer to 
bo allowed t» use such reply as you 
may send me, I shall, of course, be 
nl id to consider it confidential to 
any extent you may indicate. 

"I appreciate, also, the delicacy of 
the subject matter involved and the 
possible reasons for your preferring 
to be silent upon the subject, what- 
ever may b > your opinion, and shall 
not consider it either aiscourtes to 
myself or allow it to prejudice me 
gainst Mr. Mills should you not an- 
swer this letter. I should, however, 
place such reliance upon your judg- 
ment that I greatly hope to have the 
bem fit of it, and 1 know so well the 
great weight that others would give 
to any expression of your opinion 
;hat 1 can not but hope you will 
permit mo to use it.

To this letter, Mr. Carlisle, writ- 
ing from Washington, November 24, 
replied as follows: 

"Dear Sir: lour favor of the 
17th is just received. The charge 
that II in. Roger Q. Mills is unfit by 
.temperament to make u dignified and 
effective prosiding officer of the 
House does that gentleman very 
great iniust.ee. Mr. Mill- is earnest 
u 1 courageous in tho maintenance 
of his opinions, but he is just and 
imi artial in the discharge of his 
public duties and always uccoi ds to 
his oppents the same C' nsidervdon 
he claims lor himself. Bl'oro Mi 
appointment as Chairman of th- 
Committee on Ways and Means in 
tho Fiftieth Congress the same ob 
jection in which you now refer was 
urged against him, and there were 
many who expressed the fear that 
his views were too extreme for the 
position, and that he might recom- 
mend legislation upon the tariff oi 
such a rad cal character that the 
party would be unwilling to indorse 
it; but the provisions of the proposed 
bill and manner ia which it was 
managed in the committee and in 
the House showed conclusively that 
all these apprehensions were un- 
founded. Ilia bill, was a very con 
servative one, and bis advocacy of it 
was able and judicious from the be- 
ginning to the close ot the discussion. 
If elected Speaker I am sure that 
the same spirit oi moderation would 
characterize his administration of 
that office, and that no one would 
ever have just cause to complain ol 
his demeanor while presiding, or of 
bis goneral courso on political que* 
tions. 

"Having answered your inquiry, 
yerhaps 1 ought to say no more; but 
I will venture to add a word upon 
another subject to which you inci- 
dentally allude. It is unfortunately 
true that there is a disposition in 
some quarters to subordinate the 
question of tariff reform to others 
which are, in my opinion, . far less 
important to the people and far more 
dangerous to the harmony and sue. 
cess of the Democratic party. Upon

justed after it has been determined 
what part of their own earnings the 
people shall bo permitted to keep? 
Let us do one thing at a time and 
all things in their proper order. The 
first duty of the Democratic party 
and of all who sympathize with it, is 
to change the laws under which the 
earniiigs of the people are takon 
away from thcin by unjust taxation 
for private purposes, and whoever 
proposes to poslpoue the pcrlormat.cc 
of this duty in order to inaugurate 
a war among ouraolvos over the sil 
ver question, or any other question, 
is not u wise counselor, and would 
not make a safe leader.

TWENTY-SIX KILLED. 

Death-Dealing Accident On the 
Orel-Oratse Hallway In 



St Petersburg, Nov. 27.— Detail 
ed accounts of an accident on the 
Orel-Graise line, by which over 
persons lost their lives, are now be- 
ing received here. A bridge was 
the scene of the disaster. By the 
breaking of a tie one of the carriages 
was thowu frcm the rails with such 
force as to be hurled bodily over the 
parapet of the bridge into the river 
below. 

The first carnage in its fall drag- 
ged four others after it, and all five 
of them broke through the ice and 
disappeared. Another carriage fal 
ing on those which preceeded it was 
overturned, but remained only part 
ly submereged, boing supported by 
the wreckage beneath it. Only the 
passengers in this carriage were got 
ten out at once. 

The disaster occurred in a desolate 
thinly peopled region. Only a few 
railway officials were at hand, an 
but scant assistance could be given 
to the injured immediately. It was 
possible, however, to send a tele 
gram, in response to which, after 
lapse of some time, a \ arty of res 
cuers and doctors arrived on the 
scene from the citv of Orel. Fifteen 
persons of those lelt on the train 
were badl) injured, and have betn 
sent to the hospitil. The work c 
extricating the bodies from the mat 
of wreckage is proceeding, and a 
last accounts twenty-bix had 
recovered.
